Friends lead clean-up operation 
at closed down station platform

A CLEAR-UP operation 
has proved successful on 
the deteriorating “down” 
platform at Crewkerne 
Station, which closed in 
thw 1960s. 

The Friends of Crewk¬ 
erne Station have been 
working to improve the 
still-in-use “up” platform 
for several months and felt 
the “down” platform was 
detrimental to the station’s 
overall image. 

The Friends gained ac¬ 
cessed to the closed plat¬ 
form and bagn clearing it 
up, ready for a special 
viewing on March 28th - 
chosen to coincide with 
the 50th anniversary of the 
Beeching railway cuts. 

The reduction from dou¬ 
ble to single track came 
about in 1967 as a result of 
the Beeching report, 
which favoured the west¬ 
ern route from Paddington 
to Exeter as the principal 
conveyance of passengers 


and goods, between Eon- 
don and the South West. 

Chairman of the Friends, 
Tony Reese said: “We are 
very grateful that the 
landowner of the Old 
Coalyard has allowed us 
over his land to access the 
platform and that he is 
here today. We are also 
pleased that Network Rail 
has been really encourag¬ 
ing in this venture.” 

Mike Franklin, commu¬ 
nity volunteer co-ordinator 
from Network Rail, pro¬ 
vided a lockable gate, 
which volunteers have in¬ 
serted in the fence, high 
visibility orange vests, 
gloves and gave safety 
briefing to help the volun¬ 
teers with their clear-up. 

The clean-up will be a 
continuing project to keep 
the closed platform in an 
acceptable state, with a 
limited number of volun¬ 
teers having been briefed 
on how to safely work on

the platform, including ac¬ 
knowledging train drivers 
so that they know volun¬ 
teers are working there, 
and not allowing any pub¬ 
lic access. 

Secretary Gail Coleshill 
commented on the number 
of people who have helped 


the Friends since they 
started at the station. 

She said: “We have had 
a number of grants from 
South West Trains, Somer¬ 
set County Council and 
the latest is from Crewk¬ 
erne Town Council to be 
collected in April. 


“Focal firm Country¬ 
wide has been very helpful 
with supplying planters 
and plants at a discount. 

“We have had lots of 
compliments from people 
about how good the sta¬ 
tion with its plants now 
looks.”

Heritage centre and 
youth club receive 
last council grants 

CREWKERNE Heritage Centre and youth club 
have been allocated their final grants from South 
Somerset District Council under the authority's 
four-year strategy to phase out support for local 
organisations. 

They are two of the five local organisations 
which have been in receipt of regular grants from 
the Area West Community Grants fund towards 
their running costs for a number of years and re¬ 
ceived £705 and £624 respectively. 

In April 2009 Joint Area Committee West agreed 
that it was necessary to put a strategy in place 
that would ensure local community organisa¬ 
tions did not come to rely on an annual grant 
from the district council as a source of sustain¬ 
able long term core funding. 

In March 2010 Area West Committee agreed a 
strategy to reduce financial dependency in a fair 
and transparent way, allowing time for these or¬ 
ganisations to develop other funding streams 
and increase income/reduce costs to enable their 
continued success. 

The strategy was based on a phased reduction 
by 20 per cent per year in the maximum grant 
levels offered to these organisations. All the listed 
organisations were made aware of the adopted 
strategy in March 2010. 

The Area West report states that whilst it is not 
possible to say what would have happened if an¬ 
other strategy had been adopted, it is clear that 
the chosen strategy had been effective. 

All of the community organisations continue to 
provide benefits to their local communities but 
none now depend on grants from Area West 
Committee for financial viability. 

Pupils raise book funds 

CHILDREN at Wadham School in Crewkerne 
raised £276 for charity Book Aid International, 
which provides books for children in Africa. 

The students raised the funds through a non¬ 
school uniform day and other activities.

Spate of staddle stone thefts 


POLICE ae investigating the theft of a number of stad¬ 
dle stones from around South Somerset, with the most 
recent being taken from North Perrot, near Crewkerne. 

The traditional staddle stones are mushroom-shaped 
and used to support bams and granaries. They can be 
worth more than £400. 

The stones are heavy and it is thought that two peo¬ 
ple would be needed to left them into a vehicle. 

Police believe that up to 10 stones have been taken 
from around the district. 

Crewkerne beat manager PC Chris Purcell said: "We 
are investigating the theft of several of these staddle 


stones. The stones have become popular as garden or¬ 
naments and I would ask people to look out for them 
and let us know if they see them for sale in suspicious 
circumstances. 

"The stones are not quick or easy to steal and it's 
possible someone has seen something which could 
help us. 

“Anyone who has seen activity in their community 
which they have found suspicious should be contact 
the police."

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Network hopes 
to get better deal 
for rural services 

ENGLAND'S biggest rural partnership has welcomed a gov¬ 
ernment promise to do more to support rural areas, such as 
South Somerset, and manage the extra costs of delivering 
public services in the countryside. 

The pledge, by local government minister Brandon Lewis, 
follows a campaign by the Rural Services Network for a 
fairer deal for rural local authorities. Mr Lewis said he had 
already spoken to individual local authority leaders, council¬ 
lors and other representatives, and he pledged that he would 
continue listening. 

He said: “Because we are listening, we are going to do 
more to support rural areas and manage the extra costs of de¬ 
livering services in those areas.” 

Mr Lewis also confirmed that he was open to having further 
discussions about the perceived disparity between rural and 
urban funding. 

He continued: “I have an open-door policy and am very 
happy to continue discussions, and I hope rural areas will be 
able to put together evidence, perhaps through their Rural 
Services Network, to back up some of their figures and prove 
their case.” 

Speaking in response, Rural Services Network chief exec¬ 
utive Graham Biggs MBE said: “The additional one-off 
£8.5million of funding still means that the total grant to rural 
authorities has fallen about two per cent more than that to 
urban authorities. 

“With so few discretionary services left, rural authorities 
still face deeper cuts into their basic provision while their 
residents already pay higher council taxes than urban 
dwellers. We have been massively disappointed with the set¬ 
tlement this year. 

“We desperately need to get the government to understand 
the perilous situation that services in rural areas are reaching. 
We appreciate the gesture of the £8.5million and have the ev¬ 
idence to back up our figures and prove our case. 

“We will also be able to demonstrate the impact of any fur¬ 
ther cuts on rural services. We therefore very much welcome 
the Minister’s invitation for further discussions with rural 
constituency MPs, who we are happy to support.”

CHARLES Harris will give a talk on The Great Age of 
the Poster - Poster of the Belle Epoque'for Neroche 
DFAS this Monday, April 8th, at The Main Lecture The¬ 
atre, Dillington House, llminster, at 7pm for 7.15pm.

JABBO FIVE TO PLAY ACE RHYTHMS 


JABBO Smith and his Rhythm Aces recorded 22 
tracks in 1929 and became a rival to the brilliance of 
Louis Armstrong's Hot Five, before fading into ob¬ 
scurity. The Jabbo Five formed in 2010 to recreate 
the sound and style of those original recordings. 
Featuring leader Dave Martin, together with Mike 
Denham, Des Bacon, Pete Miller and John Beecham, 
the band members have played in many of the best- 
known groups of the'Trad'era. 

Dave Martin is the leader and plays cornet. He has 
been active on the music scene in Devon since the 
mid-1980s and runs a six piece outfit, known as the 
City Steam Jazz Band, which operates in the Exeter 
area. He often plays with Bob Reynolds' New Soci¬ 
ety Jazz Band in Somerset, and is second cornet in 
Steve Graham's Classic Jazz, a band which features in 
the jazz club and festival circuit. Since retiring from 
teaching Dave has had more time to devote to 
music and playing jazz has now become something 
of an obsession! 

Des Bacon plays reeds. He has been playing jazz 
regularly since the 1950s when he was a member of 
Mike Daniels Delta Jazzmen. More recently he has 
been running his own very successful bands playing 
carefully-transcribed music of the 1920s in Somer¬ 
set as well as at leading festivals.

Chancellor looks to property 
to lead the way to recovery 


by Mark Savill of NOVA HOMES 


THE two new property 
initiatives in the budget 
are the equity loan which 
allows any buyer to have 
a 20% stake in the prop¬ 
erty held by the govern¬ 
ment and the mortgage 
guarantee which allows 
higher loan to value lend¬ 
ing with the government 
effectively underwriting 
the top slice. They are de¬ 
signed to stimulate buy¬ 
ers as the HM Treasury 
web site stats show that a 
first time buyers deposit 
has risen from under 40% 
to approx 80% taken as a 
percentage of income. 
This has had the effect of 
increasing the time the 
average home owner 
stays in a property raising 
it from 15 years to 25. 

Stagnation is bad for 
housing but it is also bad 
for the economy. That is 
because house buyers 
tend also to consume 
other things. They spend 
money on the new house 
when they move in, they 
maintain the house once 
they are in it, and tend 
also to be consumers of 
big ticket items such as 
furniture and household 
appliances. This is good 
news for Mr Osborne as 
he desperately needs ac¬ 
tivity in the economy and 
stimulating housing gives 
him a lot of bang for his 
buck. 

To make the stimulus as 
broad as possible the eq¬ 


uity loan allows any buyer 
to buy a brand new prop¬ 
erty - not just first time 
buyers. The governemnt 
wants more houses built 
and so by focusing loans 
on new builds they are in¬ 
creasing the size of the 
housing stock. At the 
same time they are in¬ 
creasing the number of 
homes available for social 
housing as a percentage 
of each development 
must be for this purpose. 
This initiative will also 
makesure houses are 
built where there is de¬ 
mand for them as the pri¬ 
vate sector focuses on 
profit and will build in 
areas where demand is 
highest.. 

The loan is repaid either 
when the occupier wants 
to repay it or when the 
house is sold. The loan is 
interest free and so makes 
the property affordable 
and means the buyer can 
proceed with a 5% de¬ 
posit. The lender is also 
happy as their exposure is 
to 75% of the value of the 
home. 

Making the rest of the 
market work is more 
tricky but just as impor¬ 
tant. To encourage 
lenders to advance higher 
loan to value mortgages 
the government are offer¬ 
ing to underwrite the top 
slice of the borrowing. 


The buyer secures a 95% 
loan against the property 
and puts in their own 5% 
deposit. The government 
charges a fee for issuing 
the guarantee which lasts 
for 7 years. Prices tend to 
rise in cycles and that 7 
year term should allow 
that to happen. Defaults 
thin out dramatically over 
time and after 7 years the 
lender should be rela¬ 
tively secure. Lenders 
have their risk dramati¬ 
cally reduced and the cost 
of borrowing should be 
lower as a result. The loan 
can be for any buyer 
against any property.This 
would allow someone 
looking to trade up into a 
larger property to do so 
on a smaller deposit. If 
they are already paying a 
mortgage on a 2 bed¬ 
room house then logic 
dictates why not allow 
them into a larger prop¬ 
erty as they are likely to 
maintain or mortgage on 
a 3 or 4 bed in the same 
way. 

These two initiatives still 
have as the linch pin re¬ 
sponsible lending. The 
buyer will still have to 
apply for a mortgage, un¬ 
dergo credit and afford¬ 
ability checks, and show 
they can responsibly 
meet the commitment. 
The property will still be 
valued to ensure it is suit¬ 


able to be lent against 
and is the correct value. 
These policies are allow¬ 
ing good and responsible 
buyers to become home 
owners and the govern¬ 
ment is merely correcting 
the somewhat over cau¬ 
tious lending market. By 
doing this the housing 
market will receive a wel¬ 
come stimulus and these 
buyers will in turn serve 
to boost the economy 
with the related spending 
that will result. 

There is a long term 
benefit for the economy 
as well. We are a country 
notoriously bad at saving. 
The government has just 
introduced a cap on care 
- meaning that the care 
element of any later life 
care will be limited to 
£72,000. Buying a home 
means that a person is ef¬ 
fectively saving, albeit by 
the purchase of an asset 
that will go up over time. 
Correcting the housing 
market should bring tan¬ 
gible benefits today and 
will also mean the gov¬ 
ernment has a generation 
of homeowners in 30 
years time who are in a 
position to fund a good 
proportion of their retire¬ 
ment care. 

These two initiatives 
seem to be good for 
housing and the econ¬ 
omy both short term and 
long term. We shall have 
to see!
